1. That the people of the State of California 

ate uncompromisingly loyal, and that we repudiate 

the political heresy of State supremacy when 

Brough conflict with Federal authority, bold- 

ing that each has its proper sphere—but that in 

‘all National affairs the Constiztion, and the laws 

“of the United States made in pursuance thereof, 

are the. supreme law of the land,” and which no

without violating this great fundamental prinei- 


jle of our Government, for the maintainance, of 
which the people of this State are prepared to die 
rather than surrender. : 

9. That the rebellion is a war of the Southern 
slaye-owning aristocracy against the democracy of 
ofthe Nation, and is a blow struck against all 
free ment. 


8. That we endorse all the measures of the 
_Administration adopted for the purpose of .sub- 
duing the present most wicked rebellion ; and, 

First—We indorse the abolition of slavery in 
the District of Columbia; 

Second—We indorse the Act making free from 
elavery all territory belonging to the United 
States ; 

Third—We indorse the Cenfiscation Act; 

Fourth—We.iudorse the Conscription Act; 

Fifth—We indorse the suspension of the writ 
of habeas corpus ; 

Bixth—We indorse the enlistment of negro 
soldiers to fight in our National armies ; 

Seventh—We indorse the noble stand taken by 
President Lincoln, that all who wear the uniform 
of the’ Union shall receive the same ‘protection ; 

Bighth—We indoree the financial policy of the 
Govertiment, andthe Legal Tender Law, as the 
préat admisistretive measures for- successfully 
carrying on the war against the rebellion, and 
which we pledge ourselves to defend and uphold ; 

Ninth—We endorse the policy of establishing 
Military Governments in the revolting States, as 
neceseary toenable the President to see that the 
Jaws therein are faithfully executed ; 

* Ponth—We endorse the Act admitting Western 
Virginia into the Union. 


4, That weindorse the Proclamation by the 
President of the United States, of January first 
eighteen hundred and sixty-three, declaring the 
slaves in all the territory which,it covers forever 
free ; and we hold that its:operatiott isnct, con- 
tingent upon the occupation of any territory by 
the National arms, but that it is ‘self-acting, and 
gives to each slave a-full and complete legal title 
to freedom, and’ we will never consent that they 
shall, for any purpose or for any end, be-returned 
to the former cies of bondage ; but we pledge 
ourselves to stand by and support President Lia- 
coln in his noble determination to matntain the 
plighted faith of the Nation inviolate, as express- 
ed in his last message, when he says; 

“J shall not attempt to ‘retract or modify the 
Emancipation, Proclamatton nor shall I return to 
slavery any person whois free by the temrs of 
the Proclamation, or byany Act of Congress.” 

6. That.we indorse the plan of reconstruction 
as set forth in the Proclamation of the President, 
and appended to his last message : 

First—Because it establishes in the rebellious 
States now under the National flag, or that may 
come under it, a rallying poiut for the organiza- 
tiou ofall leyal men ; ‘ 

Second—Because it. guards and proteets the 
emancipated slave against the possibility of re-en- 
slavement ; : 

Third—Because it will enable the United States 
to practically guarantee to every State to which 
it applies a republi¢an form of government, and 
to protect each of them against invasion ; 

Fourth—Because $t points out a mode by which 
the deluded masses of the rebellious States may 
return to their allegiance, with the restoration-.of 
all their rights, while ft reserves the right to punish 
the guilty instigators and leaders ofthe ‘rebellion 
for the great crime they have committed ; 

Fifth—Because it provides for the support and 
protection of the freed men of the rebellious terri- 
tory as a condition precedent for pardon and the 
restoration of forfeited rights; 

Sixth—Because it present a mode by which 
the National authority over every loyal State gov- 
ernment may be established, and the State thus 
restored to its place in the Union; and, 

Seventh—Because it precludes the possibility 
of any peace which shall acknowledge the exis- 
tence or establish ment of slavery in any part of 
the rebellious Territories covered by the Emanci- 
pation Proclamation. 

6. ‘That the proposition of the Copperhead 
members of Congress, to send Commissivners to 
Richmond to sue for peace from armed traitors, 
should consign their names to eternal infamy, and 
be who would treat with armed treason is himself 
a traitor, aud deserves a traiter’s punishment ; 
California will accept uo peace which is not based 
vpon an uticonditional surrender. 

4, That we indorse their construction of the 
Confiscation Law which has tor its object the un- 
conditional forfeiture ofthe property of the reb- 
els; and our Senators ate hereby instructed and 
our Representatives in Congress requested to 
urge its adoption. 

8. That we tender our gallant Army and 
Navy, officers and men, the heartfelt thanks of 
the loyal people of the loyal State of California for 
their glorious achievements, for the renown which 
they have given to the American name; and 
we guarantee to them that while they are fight- 
ing onr battles, traitors at home shall not be per- 
mitted to deprive them of the least of their civil 
rights. ‘ 

9. That the President’s protlamation of par- 
don, as appended to his message, is limited to the 
people of the rebellious States, as therein speci- 
fied, and has no application either to prisoners of 
war, or to persons who have been tried, convicted 
and sentenced, by the Courts of the country. 

10.. That the barbarous treatment of Union 
prisoners by the rebels is without,a paralleled in 
the anuals of civilization, and sbould bring down 
upon them the execrations of the whole civilized 
world, and we hail with delight the recent ac- 
tions of the Government in placing the whole 
phalanx of rebel prisoners under the jurisdiction 
of General Butler, the great rebel-tamer, and we 
earnestly invoke such a system of retaliation as 
will force the barbarism of slavery to yield to the 
humane rules of civilized warfare.

LETTER FROM MR. J. 8. ROOT.

I see by the last Quincy Unto, 
two letters from Mr. E. Dunham of Oro- 
seville, one. purporting to be an exact 
copy of a letter to John S. Root, dated 
Feb., 19th 1864; in which he says : 

I understand that you have collected 
money from Harvey, Peel, Purdom and 
Breed, you will find by referring to in- 
closed list that those parties had previ- 
ously paid those taxes, while I was De- 
puty Collector and my receipts were 
drawn (mark) in favor of the parties 
who paid the money. 

Again he says: J woultl most respect- 
fully advise you to pay the money back to 
Peel, Harvey, Purdom and Breed, as | 
you will find by referring to the written | 
list that I collected the money and law- 
fully while I was collector of Plumas Co. 

Now gentlemen, in answer to the 
above, I will give you a true statement 
of the fact, as the list and Mr. Dunham’s 
letter of Ocr., 30th will and does show. 
In hisletter of that date (acegmpanied 
by the lists of collections, ) he closes by 
“saying : 

* You will find the names of persons 
that are paid marked on the list, but 
yours were not marked paid,” as the list 
will show. I took the list and Mr. Dun- 
hams letter as my guide, and: acted in 
good faith. Had Mr. Dunham marked 
the list paid or given the parties the 
proper receipts, there would have beer no 
trouble. There is no law anthorizing me to 
acknowledge any other receipt. Mr, Dun- 
ham need not blime me for his own 
neglect, of duty, he must correct his own 
errors, befure he corrects those of others. 
He says he collected the money lawfully. 
I always think when a Colleetor collects 


| money, | he should'give’ the proper re- 


ceipt. Did Mr Dunham do this? No, he | 
says in his letter of Feb., 19th, my re- 
ceipts were drawn. Now, neither of the 
parties mentioned had Mr. Diaham’s re- 
ceipt. If Mr. Dunham makes out re- 
ceipts, and makes a deposit of them 
where the parties cannot get them, who 
is to be blamed.
